e Decide on the aesthetic you're going for and
cut out pictures and word from the magazines
that match your vision!

e You want to cut out a lot! It's better to have
too many pre-cut pieces than not enough.

FOR THE DESK ORGANIZER:

Take & Make
Aesthetic Collages!

Materials Provided:

e (Container

e 1 End Cap

e | Bookmark
e Twine

e Magazine (s)
e Mod Podge
e Paint Brush

Directions:

e Begin by using the Mod Podge to glue the end cap to one end of the container. This will create

the base for for Desk Organizer.

¢ Using the Mod Podge glue the magazine pieces to the container.
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Apply a thin layer of Mod Podge directly to the container and cover with magazine pieces.
As you go you may need to apply Mod Podge on top of the paper if the pieces are
overlapping at all.

When you have a decent size area covered in paper apply a thin layer of Mod Podge on top
to create a sealant.

Continue this process until you are satisfied, then allow it to try completely.

FOR THE BOOKMARK:
e Using the Mod Podge glue the magazine pieces to the container.
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Apply a thin layer of Mod Podge directly to the bookmark and cover with magazine pieces.
As you go you may need to apply Mod Podge on top of the paper if the pieces are
overlapping at all.

When you have a decent size area covered in paper apply a thin layer of Mod Podge on top
to create a sealant.

Continue this process until you are satisfied, then allow it to try completely.

e As you apply the magazine pieces you can avoid the hole or once completely dry, you can re-

poke through the hole with a pen or paperclip.

e Thread the twine through the hole and tie in a knot!
